Ere they phyinly endeavour to incinuate into peoplzs 
minds, that we arc in Afﬀinity with the Pavifts; and 
have Papiſts amongſt us. 

This horrid Slander and Lye I once believed, through the 
like Incinuations of ſuch, and ſome of theſe men : Now indce4 
the deadly Venome of their Monition Lyes here, being the old 
Weapon whereby they have for many years endeavoured to dc- 
troy our Reputation, and thereby our Being, in the Land of 
our Nativity: and truly thzſe mea conſider not in their hearr, 
that God remembretl: all their Iniquicy, Hof. z. 7. and ſo they 
20 on to drink up iniquity}as the Ox drinks water: aiid in this 
matter they !have been ſo manifeſtly proved Lyars, that were 
they not the impudent Sons of FeFebel the Seducer, Rev. 2. 20. 
they would never have raged thus more, exccepting that God 
will have them diſcovercd, to be of the ſame Spirit, with their 
Brethren in New Enz/and: for theſe 25 Moniters are a Com- 
plication of Presbyterians and Indepeadants; and it is to be 
perpetuated as moſt requiſite for the Information of ſucceeding 
Ages, That it was Preaching Praying, Faſting Pccsbyterians 
and Independants that Murthered the Saints in New Enzland:: 
Now in this horrid Impious Incinuation of us| to be Popilh, 
they yet manifeſt the depth of Villany , Hoſ. 6. 20. that 
lodgeth in their Hearts, to incinuate this afreſh into Peoples 
minds : but Lyes are their Refuge, as Needham ulcd to lay of 
their Enemies, This Lye was their Weapon, 1659. when thev 
put forth their Monition in this City. Now that through fo 
much Tryal and Tribulation fince, even to the general ſatisfa&t-. 
jonof Magiſtrate and Subje, the contrary hath been mani- 
ſcftsd: Theſe Men herein | Charge, x. With moſt horrid

impulency and malice. 2. To bc manifeſtly hereby convicted, 
to have 1 vefign, togebauch the Peoples minds, in perſwading 
them te believe the contrary to their cxperience, and what is 
repugnantto the conviction of their Conſcience; contrary fo 
ex pcrimmce: that ſometimes theſe Moniters will fay is the beſt 
Teacher; herein they are chargeable with Debauchery: and 
better ſor their work ſake, merit the ter ebauchers, than 
Divines. This looks Pope-like, that people muſt nor ſee with 
their owneyes : [tis ſufficiently known, how oft. Baxter hath 
flown up and down the Nation in white and black ſheets, to 
render vs Jcſuttical and Romilh: fo cannct be much wonder- 
ed at in that proved enemy to all ſaints, who rather than will 
want enemies to thooc: his arrows of malice aad envy at, can 
mate SeQaries, and then thunder out his Bulls againſt, calling 
upon the Powers to perſzcure them 2 as they know that areac- 
quainted-with the wards of his Carbolick Key, dedicated to R. C. 
where Irannot but note, he ſcribles againR aſort of Secaries; 
| conld never mect with tn any other Author, and yet am no 
.angcr to the Hiſtory of the Times, nor a heedlefs Spettator, 
of publick ARQions, that is the vaineſt Se : but no. doubt but 
this man would have all he envies ſuch a Se&t as he pleacſth to 
tcarm them, and then away with them all at one ftroak, that 
the Presbyter may have all, and that ſcarfe enough to: ſatisfis 
their greedy deſires : But adored be the hand of God, wherein 
is the heart of Princes, whohath fecretly diſappointed a}l 
fuch Hamans: and here I cannot but remember people of this 
mans bcing in 1659. publickly cryed up and down in Loxdoy, 
for a Lyar and a Slanderer : fo R. B thou art no changling ; 
wherein thou haſt no doubt been lately trengthned, by a Son 
of the ame Mother : though differing a little iv Feather, Tho. 
Hicks the Baptiſt : who might well have Subſcribed, as of your 
Fraternity, being ſo dexterovs in forgery, whoſe Dialogues, and 
thy Catholick Key difter ta date, but not in Nature. Now to 
conclude, This 1 hereby declare to all of you, and to all men,

ving, cpened my eyes, and dcliverd me out of theſe ſnares of 
the Enemy, 4-e. to believe the-falfs incinuation3 of men againſt 
the holy People of God, I give my Tcttimony againſt this their 
incinuation, as tending to debauch People, being aflured, 
that as the ſtanders by ſaid, when the Temple was rent, and 
darkneſs covered the earth, when Chriſt ſuffered : Of a truth 
this 'was the Sonof God: fo that by the Do&rine and Conver- 
ſation of the people whom theſe men thus traduce, even moſt
